Jesus said, “Render therefore 
ulto Caesar the things which be 
Caesar’s, and unto God the 
things which be God’s” (Luke 
20:25.) 

With all these Scriptures in 
view, how can you go on with 
uod’s money in your pocket anu 
ilis servants sometimes going 
hungry, needing clothing, while 
you are keeping back the things 
.uat He should justly have? Je- 


‘sus said, “I was an hungered, 


and ye gave meno meat: I was 
thirsty, and ye gave me no 
Jjink.” Again He said, “Inas- 
much as ye did it not to one of 
the least of these, ye did it not 
to me.” (Matt. 25:42,45.) The 
people seemed to be surprised 
when they asked the question, 
“When saw we thee in this con- 
dition?” 

. I find so many people who say 
they can’t afford to pay tithes. 
What if God should say that He 
couldn’t afford to feed you, what 
would you think? God does ex- 
actly what His Word says. If 
we pay tithes the blessings come 
oftener and better. So many 
people get down and pray for 
God to bless them and apparént- 
ly they do not get good results. 
At the same time they have 
God’s money in their pockets. 
Do you think you could look 
some one in the face and ask a 
favor if you had ten dollars in 
your pocket, that you had stolen 
from them?
